Willie Hengerson said he owns 
dump trucks;and he wants to be 
able to perk his trucks on his prop- 
erty. He said, " The tires on my 
truck cost $600 n Siece and I don't 
want them stolen and I don't want 
my battery missing. If it's fine with 
you, I'm gonna keep my trucks in 
my yard so my dogs and myself 
can watch them:"- 

Mayor Anthony told those in 
attendance they will be permit- 
ted to park their vehicles only in 
specific locations but they would 
have to register that location 
with the police department, 

He said there would be no 
mechanic work allowed on the 
trucks while in those particular 
locations.
